Location: "The happiest place on earth" is located on Harbor Blvd. in Anaheim, about 
35 minutes southeast of downtown Los Angeles. Take the Santa Ana Freeway to Anaheim, 
exit at Harbor Blvd. or Katella Ave., and follow the signs to Disneyland. 


Operating Hours: The Park is open daily during the summer season through September 
14. Varied hours in June. From July through September 6, open weekdays from 9 a.m. to 
12 Midnight and on weekends from 9 a m. tol a.m., with the exception of July 17 (the 
Park's 25th birthday), when the Park is open until 1 a.m. Park hours subject to change 
without notice. See For Further Information below. 


Admission and Ticket Book Prices: For families, we recommend Disneyland Ticket Books 
for maximum thrift and enjoyment. Two types are available: the "BIG 11" which includes 
admission and a choice of 11 Disneyland attractions, and the "DELUXE 15" which includes 
admission and a choice of 15 Disneyland attractions. For the short-time visitor, we recom¬ 
mend the Guided Tour, which features a two-and-a-half hour tour of Disneyland and 
admission to seven Disneyland attractions. For "Let's-just-go-in-and-walk-around" visitors, 
we recommend General Admission Tickets, which include admission to any of Disneyland's 
"lands" and free attractions.

Visitors to the Disneyland Magic 
Kingdom have come to expect the 
summer sparkle and glitter for which 
the Park is famous. This includes 
smiling hosts and hostesses in 
squeaky-clean costumes; streets and 
walks shining from early-morning 
scrubbings; newly-painted exteriors 
of the shops along Main Street, U.S.A.; 
and the reflection of sunlight shim¬ 
mering in droplets of water on freshly 
planted flowers. 

But the sparkle they've come 
to look forward to the most is that 
of the Park's traditional "Fantasy in 
the Sky" summertime fireworks 
extravaganza. 

The changing patterns of ever 
changing colors delight young and 
old alike as they gaze skyward over 
Sleeping Beauty's castle on a warm 
summer evening, awed by the variety 
of the showers of light. 

These unique pyrotechnic shows 
at the Park are over ten minutes long. 
The fireworks come from all over 
the world. Choices of fireworks are 
chosen by the Park Entertainment 
Division for both the Disneyland 
and Walt Disney World complexes. 
Several key factors are taken into 
consideration, such as lift time (the 
time between the initial explosion 
and the burst you see in the sky), the 
effect they create and the consistency 
of the effect. 

Fireworks are thought to have 
been around for nearly 5,000 years. 
Although they have become more 
sophisticated and safe through years 
of experimentation, they are still con¬ 
sidered a dangerous plaything. The 
production at the Magic Kingdom is 
supervised by five pyrotechnicians, 
licensed by the state of California. 
Three of them, Mickey Aronson and 
his sons, Bob and Paul, have made 
firing the Disneyland mortars a family 
profession. Aronson has been firing 
the show since its inception. 

Shells are fired from mortars 
which are lined up in long rows and 
imbedded in soil in the back area of 
the Park. The shells are automati¬ 
cally triggered by taped cues in an 
electronic master control system 
which allows "choreographing" the 
program to music. 

Long a familiar expression of 
victory or celebration, fireworks will 
have a special meaning this year as 
the Disneyland Park celebrates its 
25th birthday with a new and even 
more colorful show signaling the end 
of a joyous summer day. V 





Summer Music In the Paris 


Summertime...and the Disney¬ 
land Park is alive with the sounds of 
music — live music coming from every 
direction. There are groups and bands 
to dance to, lively harmony to listen 
to and popular singing entertainers 
to watch on every starry night from 
mid-June'til September. 

Tomorrowland will be the 
place for disco dancing as the Space 
Mountain Stage pulsates with music 
and lights on Friday and Saturday 
evenings. On Sunday through Thurs¬ 
day, the Kids of the Kingdom will 
entertain with a special production, 
"Disneyland is Your Land!' 

Big band favorites will be on 
hand at Main Street's Carnation Plaza 
Gardens for dancing and nostalgic 
listening. Among those appearing this 
year will be Woody Herman, Freddy 
Martin, Louie Bellson, Bob Crosby, 

Les Brown, Billy Vaughn, Les Elgart, 
Glenn Miller's Orchestra conducted 
by Jimmy Henderson, Count Basie 
and Buddy Rich. 

Other summertime sounds 
featured in the Theme Park are surfin' 
sounds from Tomorrowland Terrace; 
lively performances by the All- 
American College Band; Dixieland 
music in New Orleans Square; and 
ragtime piano from Coke Corner. 

And of course, the Golden Horseshoe 
is the place to go day and night for a 
good old-fashioned Old West show, 
featuring lively music, corny jokes 
and effervescent chorus girls. Addi¬ 
tionally, you'll enjoy street perform¬ 
ances by the Main Street Maniacs 
and the Jazz Minors. 

Past visitors to the Park are 
familiar with the catchy theme music 
of the colorful "Main Street Electrical 
Parade" which this year will again 
wind its way through a darkened 
Disneyland nightly at 8:50 and 11:30 
p.m. Like thousands of fireflies, tiny 
twinkling lights depict a host of 
scenes from classic Walt Disney 
motion pictures in a spectacular 
pageant. 

Music from all the themed lands 
in the Magic Kingdom are featured in 
the daily 3:00 p.m. 25th Birthday 
Parade, which will run all year each 
day the Park is open. 

All in all, summer in the Park 
means a medley of magical musical 
offerings designed to make Disney¬ 
land guests forget the outside world

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/n\ marina, water garden and 165-foot long water cas¬ 
cade will again dominate the picturesque points of interest 
at the Disneyland Hotel this summer. 

This year's Water Wonderland at the hotel complex 
will repeat last year's exciting evening entertainment of the 
Dancing Waters and Lights Fantastic Show...with its new 
8-channel sound system and a sophisticated environmental 
laser beam sculpture, "Still Green" Visitors can stroll 
beneath the cool Horseshoe Falls water cascade which 
descends into reflecting pools emphasized by multi¬ 
colored lights. The Falls are located in front of the Bonita 
Tower, the newest addition to the hotel. 

A colorful arts and crafts bazaar is housed in the 
Artisans' Market.

The 
daily parade is just part of the year¬ 
long celebration at the Park, which is 
observing its silver anniversary all 
year long with a calendar full of 
special events. 

Each colorful unit of the parade 
typifies a part of the themed land it 
represents.

f That incomparable Love 

Bug, "Herbie" certainly gets 
around. His fourth film, 
"Herbie Goes Bananas" is 
scheduled for release in July, 
and this one will positively establish 
the free-wheeling Volkswagen as an 
international celebrity. 

"Bananas" was filmed in the 
Mexican resort cities of Puerto 
Vallarta and Guadalajara with much 
of the complex stunt production being 
recorded in Tijuana and the Panama 
Canal Zone. Joining Herbie in this 
new comedy are Cloris Leachman, 
Harvey Korman, Charles Martin 
Smith, John Vernon, Elyssa Davalos, 
Stephan Burns and Joaquin Garay. 
Television comedienne and dramatic 
actress Cloris Leachman plays a 
romance-minded divorcee trying in 
vain to capture the heart of a dapper 
cruise ship captain played by Harvey 
Korman.

Part of the movie fare 
0|l/ Jl offered by Walt Disney 
Productions this summer 
vIM ^ will be “The Last Flight of 
J Noah's Ark" a loaded-with- 
action adventure starring Elliott 
Could and Genevieve Bujold. The 
story's flight follows a turbulent jour¬ 
ney of survival for four people in a 
decrepit World War 11 B-29 bomber 
loaded with farm animals. 

Genevieve Bujold, winner of 
several international “Best Actress" 
awards, plays a prim evangelist who 
hires Elliott Gould, a pilot who prefers 
living in the fast lane, to fly the vin¬ 
tage B-29 filled with livestock to a 
South Pacific mission. Unknown to 
them, there are two stowaways 
aboard also—played by popular 
child movie star Ricky Schroder and 
by Tammy Lauren of the "Angie" tv 
series. A compass malfunction forces 
the plane from its course, and they are 
forced to beach it on an uncharted 
tropical island. Unexpected allies 
come to their rescue and they are able 
to convert the huge bomber to a make¬ 
shift sailboat so that they can sail on 
to civilization. But this is not before 
friendships develop between the chil¬ 
dren and a dolphin called Dodger, and 
between Gould and Bujold, whose 
early cold relationship soon melts 
into romance. 

Unexpected help in the form of 
two Japanese soldiers come to the 
planewrecked party. The two men, 
played by Yuki Shimoda and John 
Fujioka, have been stranded on the 
island for 35 years, still unaware that 
World War 11 has ended. After they've 
been briefed on past history, the pair 
prove to be skillful engineers who 
devise a design which converts the 
B-29 to a somewhat seaworthy craft. 

A patchwork sail is rigged which had 
its origin as a Japanese flag and old 
parachute. The plexiglass nose section 
of the plane provides a fascinating 
underwater panorama of the sea 
beneath them. 

A secluded stretch of beach 
on the island of Kauai in Hawaii was 
utilized as the filming site for much of 
"Noah's" story. At the Disney studio, a 
special effects team reconstructed 
the crash of the B-29 in miniature. 
Many of the underwater scenes were 
completed far from the open sea in 
the friendly confines of the sound 


stage tank where "20,000 Leagues 
Under the Sea" was filmed. 

Procuring the five B-29s needed 
to complete "Noah's Ark" was a chal¬ 
lenge to the production personnel. 
Four scrapped models were located at 
the Navy China Lake Facilities in the 
Mojave Desert. Two were shipped to 
the studio in Burbank dismantled and 
two to Hawaii where they had to be 
reassembled for various interior sets. 
The fifth plane, which had to fly and 
is one of only two existing models left 
in the world that is airworthy, was 
rented from Ralph Johnston of Oak¬ 


land. (The other is owned by a group 
calling itself the Confederate Air 
Force ... an organization interested in 
the preservation of vintage planes.) 

With its noted stars and excit¬ 
ing screenplay written by Steven W. 
Carabatsos, Sandy Glass and George 
Arthur Bloom based on a story by 
Ernest K. Gann, "The Last Flight of 
Noah's Ark" promises to be a favorite 
of those searching for a summertime 
film adventure, both colorful and 
unique. The production was directed 
by Charles Jarrott and produced by 
Ron Miller and Jan Williams.V

Gem of the Ocean 


“Like a true ship, committed to her 
element once for all at her 
Launching, she perished at sea” 

Richard Henry Dana 
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N On September 30,1787 an 
\ armed merchant vessel com- 
1 missioned Columbia sailed 
/ from Boston Harbor to be- 
r come the first ship to carry 
the American flag in oceans around 
the world. According to her log, she 
sailed to the Pacific Northwest and 
on to the Orient where she traded furs 
for chinaware, tea, spices and silks. 




When she returned to her home port 
in August of 1790, she had been at sea 
for 34 months and had logged a dis¬ 
tance of 41,899 miles. 

During the last months of 
1790, the Columbia began her second 
expedition, again under the command 
of Captain Robert Gray. During this 
voyage, Gray discovered the river 
which today bears the name of the 



historical vessel. Several more expe¬ 
ditions were made by the Columbia 
during her proud lifetime. It is 
believed she finally disappeared 
without a trace somewhere in the 
Orient; although one legend has it 
that she was taken by a crew member 
and used as a privateer, while still 
another claims she was wrecked 
off the rocky shores of Nantucket.

The historical significance of the 
original Columbia was in its establish¬ 
ment of international trade routes 
and good relations with the West 
Coast Indian tribes. Its magnificent 
counterpart, located in the Disney¬ 
land Magic Kingdom, establishes a 
living history of the ship that helped 
create a Pacific Coast empire for the 
United States. 



The fully-rigged, three-masted 
replica is berthed at Fowler's Harbor 
across from Tom Sawyer's Island in 
the Theme Park during the winter 
season.
